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Supplemental Action 

1 . This is a supplemental Notice of Allowance that includes the allowance of claims 30 in 
addition to claims 1-10 and 2-29. This Supplemental Action replaces the Office Action mailed 
on 25 May 2005. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10 and 12-30 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 8, Miyasaka (US 6,670,926 B2) discloses an information-handling 
system comprising a processor; an antenna carrier including an antenna module receiving region 
for receiving an antenna module therein, the antenna module being coupled to the processor. 
Miyasaka, however, fails to further teach a passive tuning element situated adjacent the module 
receiving region, the passive tuning element exhibiting dimensions selected to cause an antenna 
to resonate at a predetermined frequency when the antenna module is received in the module 
receiving region. 

Claims 9, 10 and 12-15 are allowed for depending on claim 8. 

Reasons for indicating allowable subject matter for claims 1-7 and 16-29 were provided 
in the previous Office action. 

Regarding claim 30, Miyasaka discloses an information-handling system comprising a 
processor; an antenna carrier including an antenna module receiving region for receiving an 
antenna module therein, the antenna module being coupled to the processor. Miyasaka, 
however, fails to further teach a passive tuning element situated adjacent the module receiving 
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region in the antenna carrier, and the antenna module being tuned by selecting the length of the 
passive tuning element to cause the antenna to resonate at a predetermined frequency when the 
antenna module is placed in the module receiving region.
